The most impox-^tant interception during the month of 
March was some Egyptian cotton seed thoroughly infested with 
the pink boll worm (delechia gossypiella), offered for entry in 
violation of Q^uarantine No. 8. This insect is for Egypt what 
our boll weeTil is for this country. Its larvae may remain in 
the seed in a dormant condition for six months and therefore 
may he very readily carried all over the world in the seed, 
fhe danger of the introduction of this pest, therefore. Into 
the United States is very great and only partially coTered by 
the quarantine referred to. In other words, any chance ©ail 
package of cotton aeed of small value which may oome through the 
customs office undetected may be the means of introducing this 
pest. It may also be brought in with seed cotton, namely, the 
Unglnned cotton, which is occasionally imported for some special 
experimental purpose, or even in Egyptian baled cotton, which 
often includes a few scattered seeds * All southern inspectors 
should be very watchful of possible introductions of this insect, 
either from cotton seed, seed cotton, or baled cotton, which 
latter is used in considerable (Quantity in southern mills* Warn- 
ing letters on the subject of this insect have been issued by 
the Department of Agriculture. 

In addition, the following records may be especially 
noted: Cuttings of Euonymus and chestnut from Ohina exhibited 
many crescent-like scars, which were found to harbor the eggs of 
a tree hopper. The injury occasioned by these insects appears 
to be unlike that made by any of the tree hoppers of the United 
States* One positive and one doubtful report of the finding of 
brown-tail moth nests on Erench seedlings have been received. 
No less than nine egg masses of the European tussock moth 
(Notolophus antiqua) have been collected, five of which came 
from France and four from Holland. An interesting and apparent- 
ly dangerous Buprestid larva has been detected in Japanese 
chestnut. As usual, many scale insects have been collected, 
aome of which, if established, might prove to ba serious enemies* 



In order to gi¥e horticulturists and others who are not 
entoHiologioal experts better insight into the nature of the pests 
intercepted, beginning with this letter, the common name of each 
of these pests will be given wherever possible and. when more 
than once repeated, the number of times each of these is report- 
ed will be indicated by a numeral after the name of the host 
plant or after the country of origin, rather than in a separate 
column. Inspectors are, however, requested to continue to glTe, 
when possible, the scientific names of the insects or diseases 
detected to secure greater accuracy •
